Purchase agreement signed in Concert to benefit 


to ctudents on buesadity,

EJ Main Street Center project 


With all of the “i's dotted and “t's 
crossed, the purchase agreement be- 
tween the City of East Jordan and 
developers doing business as Main 
Street Properties was finalized late 
last month, putting the wheels in mo- 
tion at last for work on the newly- 
dubbed Main Street Center in down- 
town East Jordan. 

Essentially, the agreement ham- 
mered out puts the properties previ- 
ously known as the Votruba and Por- 
ter buildings in the hands of the 
Downtown Development Authority 
for a $40.000 promissory note, until 
the completion of necessary soil sta- 
bilization, which will be funded up 
to $300,000 by grant monies. 

Once that work is completed, Main 
Street Properties, a partnership be- 
tween Wright Builders of Boyne City 
and Charlevoix State Bank, will re- 
claim the titles to the properties for 
$50,000 including $10,000 cash and 
forgiveness of the $40,000 note. 

According to city attorney Scott 
Beatty, who summarized the agree- 
ment for the commissioners prior to 
a page by page review, an element of 
risk is involved in that in the agree- 
ment, the developers retain the right 
to, in the case of an unfavorable re- 


rgd eee es oe 


sult or excessive cost in soil stabili- 
zation, demolish the existing structure 
and construct “a one-story building 
that fits with the architecture” of the 
downtown area. 

“Hopefully,” Beatty added. “that 
will not occur and the building will 
be renovated.” In addition, the City 
is assuming the risk of a forgivable 
loan, up to $300,000. for soil stabili- 
zation costs: that loan is forgivable at 
the rate of $22,000 per new job cre- 
ated through the duration of the 


project. 


“Tt is envisioned that there will be 
sufficient new jobs so that the entire 
$300,000 will be forgiven,” Beatty 
said, “but it’s a loan. If no new jobs 
are created, the city is obligated to pay 
that back. The level of risk, he con- 
cluded, however, is typical of “any 
business deal.” 

The final approval of the agree- 
ment, in the form of an adopted reso- 
lution by the city commission at its 
last regular meeting was met with a 
round of applause, as city adminis- 
trator David White welcomed the de- 
velopers to the community. 

The finalized agreement is a major 
milestone for the project, coming af- 
ter months of wading through details 


and state-level red tape. Initiated late 
last year as the buildings in question, 
located on the corner of Main and 
Mill streets, were being considered 
for demolition. the developers ini- 
tially had hoped to sign a purchase 
agreement in the early months of the 
year. Environmental studies and 
completing work on gaining an his- 
torical designation for the property, 
however, took more time than any- 
one expected. 

Plans for the buildings include to- 
tal renovation, to the extent that. ac- 
cording to developer Todd Wright 
earlier this year, crews will basically 
rebuild the structure from “the inside 
out.” Once completed, the Main 
Street Center will be home to the East 
Jordan branch of the Charlevoix State 
Bank (currently in a temporary home 
on Main Street) as well as several 
other tenants including the East Jor- 
dan Chamber of Commerce, Jordan 
Valley Rehabilitation Center, and a 
pharmacy. 

It is projected that the project will 
create approximately 18-25 new jobs 
in the downtown area. 

According to White, soil stabiliza- 
tion work will begin “as soon as pos- 
sible.”

Though Cindy donated 
one of her kidneys to her son in December of 2000, he now is facing the 
threat of losing that transplant. 

“He takes a ton of medication. and hospital stays, blood draws, and 
doctor’s visits are an ordinary part his extraordinary life.” 
As are the costs associated with them. “A recent three-week treatment 
downstate has slowed the progress of the disease, but the extra costs of 
lodging, food, and gas are ongoing,” she said.

Vision checks are 
part of back to school 


By STEVEN HUFFORD, OPTOMETRIST 


School time is here again and I wanted to take the op- 
portunity this week to explain how important an eye exam 
is for children before they go back to school. Many learn- 
ing problems have their source in vision problems. In 
today’s classroom much of the knowledge transfer is vi- 
sual, the teacher writing on the board in front of the class 
and with the amount of up close computer use, students 
need sharp vision at near and far distances. Some of the 
easily missed visuat conditions which often escape the 
school screenings that can slow a students’ learning are as 
follows: 

ASTIGMATISM causes the student to lose some of 
the small detail between letters. It is hard for a child to 
learn to read when they cannot tell the difference between. 
the O, G, C, and Q, all of which may look the same. 

HYPEROPIA or farsightedness causes the child to 
focus his or her eyes to compensate for this refractive 
error to see clearly. The eyes are working very hard and 
this may cause eye strain, headaches or sleepiness. This 
is worse when the student is doing close work. 

ACCOMMODATIVE INSUFFICIENCY and con- 
vergence errors manifest when the student is doing close 
work causing the focus and the working distance not to 
match. This causes reading an and much slower 
reading rate. 

These are some of the visual conditions that can be de- 
tected and corrected by a full scope eye examination. Some 
less common conditions are dyslexia, strabismus, a1 ani- 
sometropia and ocular mioulity problems:

Late Boyne Falls resident honored 


Though it’s hard to i imagine now, 
there was a time when our bustling 
small towns were as yet undreamed 
of, and the area we Now call home 
was a promising though harsh wil- 
derness. Settlement, then, de- 
pended in part on the dedication of 
the state’s surveyors, one of whom 
is buried in the Boyne Valley Town- 
ship Cemetery and was recently 
honored by the Michigan Society 
of Professional Surveyors (MSPS). 

The late Enoch Kimball 
Robinson, a resident of and one of 
the original surveyors of Boyne 
Falls, was honored with an infor- 
mal ceremony dedicating the 
plaque at his gravesite, surrounded 
by his descendants, including 
grandson, Edward Robinson, great- 
granddaughter Joan Califf, and 
great-grandson Htidson R. 
Robinson. 

The recognition came in con- 
junction with an effort by the MSPS 
to identify and locate several of the 
Original surveyors of the counties 
in their northern chapter. Profes- 


sional surveyor Norm Caldwel! of 
Owosso has compiled a book with 
historical information about the 


thousands of men who have served 
in that capacity; the decision to rec- 
ognize the earliest ones came out 
of a simple desire to identify the 
fathers of the industry. “We’re al- 
ways talking about walking in the 
footsteps of our predecessors,” said 
surveyor and MSPS northern chap- 
ter president Larry Gerschbacher. 
“Well, you need to find out how 
long their feet were . . . It gives us 
insight into that person, why they 
did things a certain way.” 

ROBINSON began life on Nov. 
16, 1841, at Boxford, Mass., the son 
of Benjamin and Rebecca (Foster) 
Robinson. 

He married Anna Hudson in

1866 in Cleveland, Ohio, and in 1862 
enlisted in Company F, 35th Regi- 
ment, Massachusetts Volunteers. 

A member of the John Robinson 
G.A.R. Post #246 in Boyne Falls, 
Robinson’s enlistment records show 
that he spent a significant portion of 
time in various hospitals after becom- 
ing ill in November 1862 while sleep- 
ing on the ground in the snow while 
repairing a railroad bridge in Virginia. 


In 1871, he homesteaded in north-

ern Michigan and on Sept. 25, 
1876, he patented a section of 
Boyne Valley Township. 

According to Caldwell, the 
family home still stands unoccu- 
pied along the north side of M-75 
halfway between Boyne Falls and 
Boyne City. 

Robinson’s first wife Anna died 
in April of 1892 in Boyne Falls; 
the couple had five children, 
Ernest A., Mary E., Plynn H., 
Ruby L., and Ivy F,, with his son 
Ernest following him into the sur- 
veyors business. 

Robinson married his second 
wife, Mary Dawson of Cleveland, 
Ohio, in June of 1893, and died 
Jan. 4, 1902, in Boyne Falls.

It wasn't easy, but it sure was nice as Boyne City opened the 2002 varsity 
football season with a 14-8 victory over Newberry last Friday night. 

There were plenty of jitters for the young Rambler team, and they showed 
early as Newberry marched down the field and scored on its first possession.

Common disease striking area maples 


By ROD COURTRIGHT

In the past few weeks we have 
had a number of calls from 
Charlevoix County homeowners 
about problems with spotting and 
pre-mature leaf drop on maples. 
This problem is caused by Speck- 
led Leaf Spot, a fungal disease very 
common on standard Norway 
Maples and the Crimson King 
(Red Leafed) variety of Norway 
Maple. 

The disease causes small to al- 
most one-inch diameter tar-like 
spots on leaves. These spots are first 


but by mid to late summer a tar-like mesh of fungal and 
leaf tissue develops inside the yellowed area. Occa- 
sionally, such as this year, there is some leaf withering 


and premature leaf drop that occurs. 


Though this disease is rather dramatic it normally 
causes no long-term damage to the infected tree. 
Fungicides are usually not recommended for the con- 
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trol of Speckled Leaf Spot. 

The best method of contro! is to remove the fallen 
leaves from the area, because the fungus over-win- 
ters in fallen leaves and then infects the new leaves in 


the spring during moist conditions.
